3. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
of record teaches systems and methods for mobile radio communication devices which includes 
transmitters/receivers for performing radio communication extemal radio communication 
apparatus; connectors for connecting to IC cards, signal measuring units for measuring the 
signals strength, etc., the prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest IC card mode 
resetting circuits for resetting the IC cards to an initial state when the measured signals do not 
meet a threshold value. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claims were 
not shown by, would not have obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested by the prior 
art of record.
